The new conditions propos- 
ed by Huerta regarding the 
apology for the offense com- 
mitted esveral days ago when 
blue jackets flying the Ameri- 
can launc'i landed in Tam- 
pico tor supplies, were arrest- 
ed by Mexican soldiers and pa- 
raded through the streets, 
were not acceptable by the 
United States, consequently 
fta was given a limited time 
-to oomply with the damandg 
•C tUs oonatiT Sn * 
late of twaatF-oae gima. 
^PnealdMit Wilson assert- 
od yesteriajr that the issue was 
between the United States and 
Huerta and the Mexican gov-, 
ernment was not responsible. 
•A'heiher it is the intention of 
the officials of this country to 
await the arrival of the fleet 
which is steaming toward 
Mexican vvaters, before mak- 
ing a direct step, is not known, 
but it is the evident intention 
to seize the cities of Vero 
Cms and Tampico. This, per- 
haps could be done without 
bloodshed and the ' seizure of 
the cMgtom bouses at both 
ports would mean the cutting 
off of a great portion of the 
revenue with whidi Huerta is 
now carrying on the war. 

All of Washington is stir- 
red over the talk of war and 
Jaily papers isseded extras «v- 
ery liour yesterday. The situ- 
ation is strained to a critical 
point and very grave, accord- 
ing to dispatches, but the Pres-

Mr. Wilson declared lie did not want, 
war, but justice, and that he did not 
consider sucii acts of reprisal as are 
planned, acts of war, but measures 
short of war and sustained by prece- 
dent. 

The President said that in reality 
be was giping to Congress on an occa- 
sion tor which strictly speaking, it 
was not necessary to obtain authority 
but that it was his desire to have the 
full co-operation and thought and pur- 
pose of Congress. 

The President emphasized that he 
had not lost his patience v.ith Mexico, 
for to lose patience seemed to him an 
act of weakness on the part of a per- 
son strong enough to do as he ought, 
but that ne left such incidents as re- 
cent ones might go from bad to worse 
and eventually bring about a states of 
conflict. 

COULD THIS BE TRUE?

Aeuia, Huerta's official representa- 
tive, over plans for Joint action 
against the United States. Villa ar- 
rived here fron Torreon <hi a special 
train. This morning, Acuria, who 
came from Juarez, joined Villa here 
and a conference was arranged with 
General Carran7.a. It is believed that 
the large quantities of ammunition 
and arms now being rushed over from 
the United States are intended to be 
used by Federals and Constitutional- 
ists in a joint resistance of invasion 
hy I nited States troops.

-He. is authorized to draft 
them under the Dick militia 
law, which not only empowers 
the President to cal 1 out the 
regularly organized State mili- 
tia for service, either within or 
without the country, but also 
places w4iat Is known as the 
"reserve militia" at his com- 
mand. 

Failure to obey this sum- 
mons may be punished by a 
court-martial, which shall fix 
penalty. 

The penalty ia time of war 
may be death.

number of his soldiers were fmmd on 
the streets in a dnmken^ condition. 

By orcU r cf Villa the sol^^nrs were 
arrested and placed under giMtrd.They 
were forced to tell where they obtain- 
ed the intoxicants, which resulted in 
the arrest of twenty-eight saloon keep- 
ers. These were confined in prison 
for a few days and taken out and shot.

too, that the slums and alleys were 
raked for material lo fatten the plan- 
tations. Hard-hearted men sold de- 
pendent kinsfolk to serve in the colo- 
nies. Kidnappers smuggled over boys 
and girls gathered from the streets of 
London and Bristol. About 1670, no 
fewer than 10,000 persons were 'spir- 
ited' from England in one year. The 
government was slow to strike at the 
infamous traffic, for, as v/as urged in 
Parliament, 'the plantations cannot 
' be maintained withour a considerable 
I number of white servants.' " 
f I^r. Joluison deemed the Americans 
, "a race of convicts," who "ought to 
j be content witli anytliing we allow 
j them short of hanging." In the first 
century of the colonies, gallows' birds 
were often given the option of servi- 
tude in the plantations." Some pray- 
ed to be hanged instead. In 1717 the 
British Government entered on the 
policy of general tmnsportation and 
thenceforth diseharged certain classes 
of felons upon the colonies until Uie 
Revolution made it necessary to shunt 
the muddy stream to Botany Bay. 
New England happily escaped these 
"seven-year passengers," because she 
would pay little for them and because 
she had no tobacco to serve as a 
profitable return cargo. It is estimat- 
ed that between 1750 and 1770, 20,000 
British convicts were exported to 
Maryland alone, so that even the 
schoolmasters there were mostly of 
this stripe. The colonies bitterly re- 
sented such cargoes, but their self- 
protective measures were regularly 
disallowed by the home government. 
American schiriars are becoming to ac- 
cept the British esUmate that about 
50,000 oonvtets were marketed on this 
side. 

It is astonishing how quickly this 
"yellow streak" in the population fad- 
ed. No doubt the worst felons were 
promptly hanged, so that those traus- 
ported were such as excited the com- 
passion of the court in an age that 
recognized nearly 300 capital offenses. 
Then, too, the bulk were probably the 
unfortunate, or the victims of bad sur- 
roundings, rather than bom malefac- 
tors. Under the regenerative stimu- 
lus of opportunity, many persons re- 
formed and become giood citizens. A 
like purification of sewage by free 
land was later witnessed in Australia. 
The incorrigible, when they did not 
Slip back to their oM kaimto, fonook 
tte tlda wst e i bait to laid hatf-essage 
nves in tike wlldenweii Here they 
slew one another or were strung up 
by "regulators,'* so that they breed 
their ktnd> less freely than the honest. 
Thus bad strains tended to run out, 
and th the making of our people the 
criminals had no share corresponding 
to their original numbers. Blersded 
with the dregs from the rest of the 
population, the convfcts who were 
lazy and shiftless rather than crimi- 
nal, became progenitors of the "poor 
whites," "crackers" and "sandhillers" 
that still cumber the power lands of 
^ the Sooaem Appalachians.

AMKIIteAM TOAACCO INDUSTRY 
HIGHLY SPECIALIZED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, AprU 13.— 
Each important tobacco dlstrlet of the 
UnUed St^ites mnMliK^ a ty>e of to- 
bacco for special purposes of manu- 
facture or eiq^Nt. The methods of 
growina tM handUng a crop must 
vary acoordiiig te the type of leaf de- 
sired, and therefore according to the 
particular districts where it is grown. 
The U. S. Department of Agriculture 
has jirst Issued a bulletin on "Tobacco 
Culture, " which recomm^oids methods 
for the production of Tarious Anieii-^ 
can types. 

The bulletin emphasizes the fact 
that overproduction in a constant 
menace in all the established centen 
of tobacco growing and that the de- 
velopment of the industry new sec- 
tions on a large scale is hardly ad- 
visable at present Another reason 
V hy tobacco culture in untried sec- 
tions may result in failure is that the 
leaf produced will not be quite right 
in type, and therefore it will not lind 
a satisfactory market. 

The commercial value of tobacco is 
influenced to a greater degree by par- 
ticular soil and climatic conditions 
than is that of almost any other im- 
portant crop. This has caused the in- 
dustry to become highly specialized 
and tiie trade looks regularly to well- 
defined areas for the Tarioos types of 
leaf it requires. 

As tobacco grows readily OTer so 
large an area it is strange that many 
farmers experiment with it and often 
secure seeming sncoess. That is, the 
plants grow readily but when it comes 
time to sell the crop the fanner can 
find no market. 

"I have grown five acres of tobacco " 
a farmer writes from a district where 
tobacco is not grown for the commer- 
cial trade. "But there seems to be no 
market. Can the Department <rf 
riculture help me?" , 

The Department 
this farmer that 

that even though h^s product appear 
to be of good quality he will probably 
be unable to market it, as the trade 
does not recognize his section as a 
tobacco-producing area. . Here we 
have the dUfer^ice emphasised be- 
tween tobacco and a crop like com 
for which a market may readily be 
found no matter where it is grown if 
the quality is good. 

There are three general classes of 
tobacco described ia the new bulle- 
tin: ^ 

ll) Cigar tobuccos. 

(2) E.xport tobaccos. 

(3) Manufacturing tobaccos. 
By manufacturing tobaccos are 

meant all types used in manufacture 
other than cigars. The manufaoctur- 
ing and export classes, however, have 
much in common as regards cultural 
methods, and some types are used for 
manufacturing and for export; there- 
I fore these two classes are considered 
I together as disttegnished from the ci- 
igar toibaccos. 

Each of these three classes of to- 
j bacco may be subdivided into types, 
i depending on their special uses, nieth- 
jods of growing and curing, or o.i the 
I variety of seed used. In the case of 
j cigar tobaccos there are tliree princi- 
I pal types, corresponding to the three 
I parts of the cigar— wrapper leaf, bind- 
; er leaf, and filler leaf. In the manu- 
• facturing and export tobaccos are 
I such types as tlie flue-cured, Virginia 
! sun cured. White Burley, dark flre- 
;<uii(!, etc. These various types are 
i produced on certain special types of 
j soil and according to definite methods 
iof growing, curing and handling the 
crop. In some cases the variety of 
I seed used is also an fimpcNrtant tector. 
{The special uses of the principal 
! type embraced in the three fundamen- 
tal classes of tobacco are brot«ght out 
in connection with the cultural 'direc- 
tions for the more important types. 

A typical district for the culture o 
cigar tobacco is the Connecticut val- 
ley. The new bulletin outlines briefly 
the best cultural methods for this re- 
gion. Detailed instructions are given 
oh care of the seed bed, preparing and 
fertilizing the land, transplaatins and 
cultivating and harvesting. 

The export and manufacturing 
types of tobacco are grown mainly in 
Kentucky, Maryland, North Carolina, 
Virginia, Tennessee, West Virginia, 
Soothern Ohio and Southeastern In- 
diana. Best methods for the culture 
of the various types are explained in 
the new bulletin. 

One of the most tronblesmne and 
expensive features of tobacco .culture, 
particularly in the Southern districts, 
is tile control of numerous Insects, 
which if not combatted would often- 
times completely destroy the commer- 
cial value of the crop. Among the 
important insects attacking the tobac- 
co plant may be mentioned the tobac- 
co flea-bettle, the tobacco "wire- 
'voim." cutworm, the homworm, or 
"green worms," lire usually the most 
u^..i.i active. 

For detailed information regarding 
insects attacking tobacco and meth- 
ods of combatting them the reader is 
\ referred to Farmers' Bulletin 120, «i- 
i titled "The Principal Insects Aflcsct- 
' ing the Tobafco Plant" The new 
bulletin "Tobacco Cultpre*' is Faras- 
ers' Bulletin 671, and either of these 
poUieatlcms may be obtained free by 
appUoation to the U. S. DeparUnent 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. C.

Almost every conceivable use to 
which land may be put is represented 
in the permits reported by the Forest 
Service for special projects on the 
National forests. Some of the uses 
shown range, alphabetically, from 
apiary' through brickyard, cannery, 
cemetefry, church, cranberry marsh, 
fox range, marine railway, rifle 4«iigQ 
and turpentine stll!, to ' wharf ahd 
whaling station. 

There are 15,000 permits in force 
for such special uses, which are dis- 
tributed geographically from Alaska 
to the Mexican line, and east to Flor- 
ida This figure does not include any 
of the 27,000 permits in force for j 
gra2.ing cattle and f.'.icep on the for- 1 
ests; nor the 6,000 transactions for 
the sale of timber, and the more than i 
38,000 permits issued last year for the j 
free nse of timber by settlers, miners 
and Others in developing their home- 
steads and claims; nor the nearly 300 
permits for water power development. 

California led all the National for- 
est States in the number of these 
special use permits, followed by Ari- 
zona. Colorado, Montana and New 
Mexico in the orcisr named. The 
largest single class of pel^mits was 
for special pastures, or corrals, to be 
used for lambing gounds, shearing 
pens, and tlie like. Next came 
lij^hts cf way for conduits, ditches 
and flumes, practically all of these be- 
ing free. Various agricultural permits 
come third, telephone lines fourth 
with more than a thousand permits 
for 6,500 miles of lin^, and drift fen- 
ces for the control of grasing animals, 
fifth. In both of thefte latter classes, 
too, practically all of the permits 
were issued for the occupation of 
more than 100, 000 acres come sixth. 
The rest cf the uses are not classified 
! though there are a large unmber of 
aparies, camps, summer hotels and 
schools. The use of the government's 
lands for schools is given free; for 
hotels a charge is made. 

The principle which governs the 
charge is based, according to tlie for- 
est service, on whether or not the use 
of the land ia sought by the permit- 
tee for a commercial purpoae. If it- 
is the intent of the user to make mon- 
ey from a resource which belongs to 
the whole people, the service holds ' 
tliat he should give a reasonable re- 
turn for that use. If, on the other 
ether hand, farmers want to use gov- 
ernment land for their own telephone 
lines, irrigation works and schools, 
the government gives them that use

In the May Woaan's Home Ckunpan- 
ion appears a very intereatins article 
entitled "The SafeKuardlns of the 
Child." by Julia C. Lathrop, chief of 
the Children's Bureau in the United 
States Department of Labor. In the 
course of the article Miss Lathrop 
shows the importance of the registra- 
tion of births.. She makes the point 
tliat thousands of children's lives 
i could be saved if in the first tew 
hours of life they could have proper 
attention. She also proves that in 
the United States no proper records 
are kept of births. In the following 
extract from her articles she tells the 
story of a case where the failure to 
register the birth of a child cost the 
mother dearly: 

"The importanoe of a birth record 
is very weU illnatrated by the eaie, 
reeeatly brovsht to the attention of 
the Chlldren'a Bwean, of a young 
Swiss immigrant who, coming to this 
country and settling in Indiana, was 
killed, leaving a widow and infant 
child. The mother, in dire poverty, 
had trouble to keep herself and baby 
alive by scrubbing and sewing. One 
day there came to her an official let- 
ter from tlie Government of Switzer- 
land, stating that her late husban'l's 
brother had left twelve thousand dol- 
lars to this child. All that was de- 
manded was proof of identity, with 
tlie customary birth certificate. But 
there was no such certificate, and the . 
much-needed money was lost. 

"Another instance of this kind, like- 
wise in Indiana, had to do with a farm 
whiidi was 1^ to a girl by her grand- 
father. Being twenty-one years of 
age she was entitled to the property.

Yellow poplar, one of the finest and 
the largest of American broadleaC 
trees, can be grown profitably in tha 
timber tracts of the Southern Appa- 
lachians. This conclusion is set forth 
in a report written by W. W. Ashe, of 
the forest service and recently pub- 
lished by the geological survey of 
Tennessee. 

An Investment in young yellow pop- 
lar stands will yield 4 per cent, com- 
pound interest In aM^lon to this 
there is a proOtslda^ ttoush indeter- 
minate, return to the nslnnd increase 
in stumpage prices. This increase, 
based on average-sized yellow poplar 
trees, has amounted during the past 
20 years to IS per cent, oonpoonded 
annually. 

There is more lumber produced 
from yellow poplar than from any 
otlier Southern hardwood except oak. 
The commercial range of the tree is 
restricted mainly to the Southern Ap- 
palachian Mountain of the Virginias, 
Carolinas, Kentucky and Tennessee, 
where it grows to more than 100 feet 
higb and over llf« fcjst In dinmeter. 
Sometspecimens in Virginia nearly 
200 feet , high and 10 feet through. 

The wood itself has the same gen- 
eral characteristics as that of white 
pine, and its range of uses is about 
the same. Each is utilized for almost 
anything not rsfolrlnc grsnt atvSBCth 
or touguess. 

The qualities which favor the ex- 
tensive use of poplai, its lack of odor, 
are its straight grian, its lack of odor, 
the readiness with which it takes 
paint, and the ease with which it can 
be worked. Uoon, paneling, packing 
boxes, type eases, drawers, kitchen 
woodenware and toys are made large 
of yellow poplar. In Tennessee wood- 
en mixing bowls are turned oat in 
sizes up to 4 feet in diameter from 
one piece of wood. Yellow poplar 
stands well in situations exposed to 
the weather, as in pumps, outside 
stepa, shingles and fencing. It is not 
durable in contact with ll-.e soil, 
though it can be rsi:dily treated with 
preservatives. 

From the earliest times it has be en 
used in making dug-out canoes, for 
which it is specially suited since it is 
easily worked and is light. ' In this 
capacity the tree did yeoman service 
ill the early Indian wars of the South. 
Ill 1779, an "attack upon the Carolian 
irontler was threatened by Indians 
wiio assembled near Chattanooga. 
Isaac Shelby, one ot the pioneer lead- 
ers, had 5-foct trunks of yellow pop- 
lar hewed into canoes, in which he 
tok !iis 750 men down the Hndson 
River to attack the iribe-s. 

The wood lacks odor and this qual- 
ity, according to the report, permits of 
its extensive use for containers for 
butter, cheese and

Its straight grain adapts it to the 
making of matches, and the ease with 
which it takes glue makes it useful as 
a oord wood upon which more expen- 
sive veneers can be placed. It makes 
a very good paper pulp. 

The tree grows best on a good, 
moist soil; when grown on dry soil 
the wood is likely to be harder and to 
1 consist largely of light-colored ssp- 
I wood. It will not pay, however, to 
igrow it on rich agricultural 
i lands, which will bring higher returns 
i from cultivation of farm crops, ^''or 
' timber production, therefore, it should 
, be grown upon the slopes and coves 
between the bottom lands and the dry 
i heights. 

The report states that the days of 
i the old trees are numbered and that, 
' for this reason, it is desirable to pay 
iiore attention to tiie second growth. 
The second growtli, tlKNiglit not to be 
i compared ^^•ith the old giant trees 
which are practically all hardwood, 
still makes valuable lumber. So far 
as known, the tree Is not subject to 
severe injury either from di sease or 
insects. Its chief enemy is the one 
common to all forest growths in the 
; Sotheastern States — fire. 
! One important point particularly ac- 
cented in the report is that poplar 
stands should be properly thinned. 
Such thinnings shoufd yield a money 
return and at the same time increase 
the value of the stand when it ma- 
tures. In thinning the aim should be 
to give the tree plenty of room for 
light and gnmth, and this wilt mean 
fewer trees, each ome with a large 
lvalue, rather tlian many small trees 
j of less value. This is shown striking- 
i ly in the report, which says that it 
j will be far more profitable to have 70 
■ trees on an acre with avMrage diame- 
•ters of 20 inches than IM trees vrith 
diameters of 15 inches. The 20-inch 
trees have a stumpage value of $3.61 
each, while the 15-inch trees have a 
stumpage value of only 83 cents 
apiece. The acre of large trees, there- 
fore, will be worth abo«it fltO more 
than the other.
